There were three significant develop- 
ments in the Cuban situation today, which 
have caused an end- 
less amount of talk 
as to the possibility 
of future action of a 
serious kind. 
Just after coming 
ott of the Cabinet meeting Secretary Long 
gnnounced to a group of correspondents 
with suspicious frankness that, in his opin- 
joi, Which, by the way, he said he had ex- 
dat the Cabinet meeting: “Any of- 
fidial participation on the part of the Span- 
ish government in the disaster of the Maine 
tically eliminated.” 

This remarkable statement was at once 
ported to members of Congress, and 
created an immense amount of comment, as 
it was taken to mean that the administra- 
tion had positively decided that under no 
circumstances could Spain be held respon- 
sible for anything more than contributory 
negligence. 

Later in the evening the Department of 
Justice gave out an official summary of the 
precedents in the case, showing that there 
was justification for a demand for indemnity 
where official action -was not directly 
charged. This summary was prepared by 
direction of the Attorney General, and goes 
into all the precedents of riots and attacks 


on ships, and seeks to show that they have 


frequently been condoned or compromised 
through an apology, a disavowal of respon- 


sibility, and the payment of a money in- 


demnity, first to repair the damage and 
to Giscourage Galler attacks in the 
Future. 

It was expressly stated by the agent of 
the Department of Justice who supplied the 
- information that the avowed purpose of 
preparing the paper was to turn the public 
attention from thoughts of war and to show 
that the demand for indemnity was justified 
by the acts of the fathers of the republic.

The departure of St. Gaudens from this 
country will be a severe blow to artistic 
life here, as for years the sculptor has been 
one of the foremost figures in the group 
which made art its lifework. It is said 
that he has long been discontented with 
the factional quarreling of the artists in this 
city, and finally determined to live in Paris, 
where he hopes to find more congenial pa 
sociations. 

Ir. went to Europe last Oc- 
tober, but had not then made up his mind 
to give up his home in this city. This de- 
cision was reached only a few weeks ago, 
but already his studio effects have been 
shipped to Paris, where he will make his 
home. He will also have a studio in Flor- 
ence, where he will work part of the time. 

Mr. St. Gaudens has done much notable 
work in this country. Among his works 
are the Faragut statue in Madison square,

‘HAS FULL POWER TO ACT. 


The grand jury now in session will under- 
take today to supplement the work of the 
Berry Investigating committee with an in- 
vestigation into the affairs of the Police 
department and the Civil Service commis- 
sion, that has the power of the State's At- 
torney’s office behind it. The immense bulk 
of the report prepared by the visiting State 
Senators may thus at last bear fruit. 

John H. Hamline, E, R. Bliss, and John 
M. Glenn were subpcenged yesterday to ap- 
pear before the grand jury at 2 oclock this 
afternoon, and the investigation will begin. 
The Berry report has been in the hands of a 
subcommittee, headed by Juror John B.

Conservatives—Premier Hardy Re- 
elected, but Gibson and Dryden Are 
Defeated — Government Bases lis 
mena on Its Record. 


Toronto, March 2.—[Special. }—When, 
two years ago, the Liberal party, after being 
in opposition for eighteen years, succeeded 
in overturning the Conservative Dominion 
government, Sir Oliver Mowat, who had 
held the Premiership of the Province of 
Ontario continuously since 1872, retired 
from that position to accept a seat in the 
Senate and the Portfolio of Minister of 
Justice in the Cabinet which was being 
formed by the new Dominion Premier, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. 

With Mowat out of the road, the Conserva- 


and, as usual with election contests in 
Canada, was very keen, and fought out to 
the bitter end.

ninety-two, two members having been elect- 
ed by acclamation. 


Premier Hardy Indorsed. 

Sir Oliver Mowat’s successor as Premier 
of Ontario was 8. A. Hardy, who had for 
rome years been a member of his Cabinet. 
Yesterday Hardy appealed to the people as 
Premier. The result was his return to power, 
though by a majority considerably lower 
than that which was obtained by Sir Oliver 
Mowat at the last general election contest, 
held in 1894. That contest resulte} in 
the return of fifty Liberals, twenty-five Con- 
servatives, sixteen Patrons of Industry, and 
three Independents. 

Yesterday there were elected, according to 
the most complete returns obtainable up to

The opposition also attacked the govern- 
ment strongly for its policy regarding the 
‘cutting of timber on the lands belonging to 
the province, declaring that it favored the 
lumbermen of the United States, partic- 
ularly those of Michigan, to the injury of 
the people of Ontario. In this connection 
a local opposition paper recently made the 
statement that the Michigan lumbermen, so 
anxious were they that the government 
should be returned to power, had subscribed 
heavily to its campaign fund, and 200,000 
was mentioned as the amount which they 
had put up.

‘Washington, D. C., March 1.—The main in- 
terest of the day in connection with the 
Maine inquiry centered in a statement by 
Seccretary Long, following the Cabinet meet- 
ing, that in his personal opinion any official 
participation by the Spanish government 
in the blowing up of the Maine was now 
practically eliminated from the situation. 

This statement was rot of a formal or 
official character, and was made by Mr. 
Long as he walked away from the White. 
House. As usual the various Cabinet of- 
ficers were besieged with inquiries as to the 
questions..before the meeting, and in re- 
sponse, to these importunities the Secretary 
rather ¢asiajly summed up the situation 
in a few words, stating that most of the time 
had been ‘given to the outrages on colored 
postmasters in the South. Naturally the 
Cuban situation had been gone over, he said, 
but there weré no actual developments and 
he felt that public excitement over the sub- 
ject had materially abated. 

Then he added the statement, in the same 
way, that any participation by the 
government in the blowing up of the 
Maine was practically eliminated in his judg-

participation in the affair. In case it was 
shown that the act was due to some fanatic 
or person not connected with the govern- 
ment, then the question of Spain's re- 
sponsibility would be still open.

Washington, D. C., March 1.—Orders went 
out from the Navy department late this 
atfernoon to put the ironclads Miantonomah 
and Katahdin into commission on the 10th 
inst.

It is said at the de- 
partment that the purpose of putting them 
in commisison is to make berths for the sur- 
vivors of the Maine now at Key West wait- 
ing on the court of inquiry, which without 
doubt will have finished with them by the 
10th inst. The Miantonomah is a formidable 
double-turreted monitor, carrying four ten- 
inch guns, It is of 3.900 tons displacement 
knots per hour. In addition 
to the main battery it carries a good second- 
ary battery of rapid fire guns and its turrets 
are clad with 11%-inch armor. Its com- 
mander has not yet been definitely selected,

Postoffice Inspector Williams Returns 
from the Scene After Investi- 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 1.—[Special. ]— 
Postoffice Inspector Williams returned yes- 
terday afternoon from Charleston, 8. C., 
where he went last week to direct and assist 
Inspectors Moye and Bulla in their investi- 
gation of the killing of Postmaster Baker at 
Lake City, Williamsburg County, S. C., on 
Feb. 22.

PROSPECT THAT RUSSIA WILL or- 
POSE THE TURKS. 


Complications Become Se Grave That 
a War Is Predicted — Ministerial 
Council Hastily Summoned at Con- 
stantinople to Deal with the Latest 
Phase of the Question—Belief That 
the Bulgarians Have the Czar’s 
Backing.

ENGLAND’S EYE ON THE CZAR. 


Occupation of Deer Island and Port Ar- 
thur Causes Discussion in the House 
ef Commons. 

London, March 1.—In the House of Com- 
mons today the Parliamentary Secretary 
of the Foreign Office, Mr. Cutzon, answered 
a question put by Sir Ellis Ashmead-Bart- 
lett, Conservative, as to whether Russia 
had occupied Deer Island. He said Russia 
was believed to be negotiating with Corea 
for a coal depot at Deer Island, where Japan 
already had a similar site, but Mr. Curzon 
added, nothing had been heard officially of 
Russian occupation of the island. 


Referring to Port Arthur, Mr. Curzon said | 


no forts existed there now, and the gov- 
ernment was not aware that any Russian 
land forces were at that place. 

Sir Ellis Ashmead Bartlett having brought 
up the Chinese question and the advance of 
Russia, Mr. Curzon, after some debate, said 
that British interests in China were para- 
mount but not exclusive.“ 

The British nation, he continued, would 
not be justified in regarding legitimate com- 
petitors with jealousy, but ought rather to 
“use all efforts to keep, in an age of com- 
petition, what was won in an age of monop- 
oly.“ They could foresee that China would 
be confronted by greater dangers in the 
future than she had been in the past. Great 
Britain's policy was to prevent the disrup- 
tion and to oppose the alienation of Chinese 
territory, and it was not likely that Great 
Britain would regard with satisfaction the 
attempts of others in the direction of such 
disruption and alienation. 

Mr. Curzon reviewed the loan negotiations, 
pointing out the “‘ generous and unselfish 
nature of the British terms, which, how- 
ever, had not prevented suspicions being 
aroused that had prevented the granting of 
the loan. China, however, had assured 
Great Britain that she would not ask a loan 
of any other power, and today he (Mr. Cur- 
zon) had learned that the loan would be 


negotiated through a powerful bank.

SWIMS "THE RIVER DANUBE. 


Remarkable Feat Performed by Lieu- 
tenant Rudolf Moser of the 
| Austrian Cavalry. | 
[SPECIAL CABLE. 
Vienna, March 1.— [Copyright, 1898, by W. 
R. Hearst. I- The audacious feat performed 
by Lieutenant Rudolf Moser, aged 20, of the 
Austrian cavalry, is causing a great sensa- 
tion here, The Lieutenant recently wagered 
that he could swim the Danube in the win- 
ter. He performed the feat yesterday, clad 
in his ordinary uniform and without shoes. 
He jumped into the Danube at Klosterneu- 
burg, near Vienna, swimming to Korneu- 
turg, on the opposite shore, in ten minutes 
and ten seconds. The Danube at 
that point is about 500 yards wide, 
tut the powerful current carried Mo- 
ser down stream nearly 1,100 yärds. 
The temperature of the water was hardly 
three degrees above zero. 
Moser was not trained nor prepared for the 
He is in good condition, and no ill 
results followed his extraordinary feat.

JAMES M’MAHON IS SHOT DEAD. 


Michael Coggins Kills Him in the As- 
| sailant’s Saloon After a Row Over 


the Cost of Drinks. 


James McMahon, an employé of the IIli- 
nois Steel company, living at 8022 Archer 
avenue, was shot and instantly killed last 
evening by Michael Coggins, a saloonkeeper 
at 3148 Ashland avenue. McMahon had 
threatened to thrash Coggins, and was com- 
ing behind the bar of the saloon to put his 
threat into execution, when Coggins picked 
up a revolver that Was on the shelf behind 
the bar and shot him through the heart. 
The Deering street police were notified, 
but McMahon was dead before they ar- 
rived. Coggins, who had made no attempt 
to escape, but assisted in caring for the 
wounded man, was arrested. > 
The shooting occurred early in the even- 
ing as the men were going from their work 
in the shops of the Steel company. Me- 
Mahon, with two of his friends, Matthew 
Thornton and John Binchey, entered the 
saloon. Thorton and McMahon had been 
visiting several of the saloons in the neigh- 
borhood and had been drinking freely. They 
met Binchey outside Coggins’ saloon and 
requested him to go in with them. After go- 
ing ins.je the men ordered liquor several 
times, and Coggins joined them. They were 
about to leave the place when McMahon 
asked them to drink once more with him 
1 then go home. | 
oggins furnished the drinks and 
Mahon asked for the bill. Coggins told — 
that it was 60 cents, but the amount was 
disputed by McMahon, who thought that 
the saloonkeeper was trying to overcharge 
him. Thornton took the part of his friend 
and the argument became heated. Finally 
McMahon began to use abusive language 
towards Coggins and asked him to step out- 
side where he could fight him. Coggins te- 
fused, as both Thornton and McMahon were 
showing the effects of the liquor which they 
had been drinking since they left work. But 
when Codggins refused to come out from be- 
hind the bar McMahon began to throw off 
his overcoat and threatened to take Cogs'ns’ 
life. Thornton also was preparing to help 
his friend, but Coggins attempted to quiet 
the men. 
Binchey also tried to have McMahon leave 
the saloon, but he was determined to have 
the matter settled. In his shirt sleeves he 
ran behind the bar, Thornton following. As 
he reached the end of the bar Coggins 
caught up his revolver, which he always 
keeps on the shelf behind him, and told Me- 
Mahon to stop. But the man took no heed 
of the warning. Coggins fired one shot, The 
bullet struck McMahon tn the left breast, 
killing him almost instantly. |

So 
great was the interest and the desire mani- 
fested by producers of pure and wholesome 
meat products to have this government in- 
epection that when there was a prospect of 
inspectors being unable to carry out the reg- 
ulations on account of a lack of funds, many 
or the big packing-houses came forward and 
Offered to pay the expenses incidental to 
such inspection if such a course was consid- 
ered necessary. Business-men of this stamp 
did not consider that they were being dis- 
criminated against by having such an in- 
spection, but rather courted the fullest and 
freest investigation of the products of their 
establishments. This feeling was not con- 
fined to any particular locality, but 
wherever there was a packing-house en- 
gaged in legitimate business an offer was 
made to relieve the government from any 
expense, provided the inspection could be 
maintained.

Young James Cadier Says He Intended 


Suicide—-Unidentified Man Kills

But both the mugwumps and the jack 
rabbits have lied about the jingoes. They 
are agreed that the jingo is like the Irish- 
man at Donnybrook Fair, and they give out 
the impression that he is going about with 
a club in his hand inviting some one to 
tread on his coat tails that he may have 
the pleasure of knocking him down. 

The jingo, on the other hand, is the patriot 
when his country is in trouble or when it 
is threatened with trouble by an alien 
power. If it is in actual trouble he is 
ready to fight for it. If it is menaced with 
trouble then he believes in getting ready 
to meet and overcome that trouble. George 
Washington was the original jingo in this 
eountry and there is not much danger of 
going wrong by following his advice. In 
his farewell address he said: 


The United States ought not to indulge a per- 
suasion that, contrary to*the order of human 
events, they will forever keep at a distance those 
painful appeals to arms with which the history 
of every other nation abounds. There is a rank 
due to the United States among nations which 
will be withheld, if not absolutely lost, by) the 
reputation of weakness. If we desire to ayoid 
insult we must be able to repel it; if we desire 
to secure peace, one of the mest powerful instru- 
ments of our rising prosperity, it must be known 
that we are at all times prepared for war. 


This is the platform of the jingo—to avoid 
ingult by being able to repel it, te secure 
peace by being at all times prepared for 
war, to secure the rank among thé nations 
due to the United States by not exposing 
ourselves to the reputation of weakness. 
The original English jingo was a patriot. 
His sentiments are expressed in the well- 
known verse: 


We don’t want to fight, but, by jingo, if we do, 
We've got the ships, we've got the men, we've got 


The jingo does not want to fight mere- 
ly for the sake of fighting, but if he is 
forced to fight he wants to be sure that 
we have the ships, and the men, and the 
money, too, and that we are going to use 
them. He doesn’t want his country to live, 
move, or have its being upon the consent 
or at the mercy of any other country. He 
wants it to stand on its own feet, inde- 
| pendent of all other countries, and to be 
ready to take the initiative in defending 
its rights without asking permission of 
any one. He does not want to be an ag- 
gressor, but he wants to stand up for the 
country’s cause and not only give as well 
as receive blows but give harder blows 
than he receives. That is a statement of 
the jingo creed, and Tun Tinu believes 
that it is a good, sound, patriotic creed and 
worth the consideration of any man who 
is not physically a jack rabbit or mentally a 


mugwump. 


CUBANS’ HEROIC STRUGGLE. 

It is now three years since the first blow 
for independence in Cuba was ‘struck. 
Driven to take up arms by a series of op- 
pressions, cruelties, and robberies seldom 
paralleled in history, the Cuban patriots 
have maintained the struggle during all 
that time in the face of the greatest dis- 
advantages, but with a firmness and in- 
domitable courage which have seldom if ever 
been equaled and never surpassed in 
modern times. 

Beginning with an army composed of a 
handful of volunteers armed with machetes 
and almost without guns or ammunition, 
and with an almost empty treasury, they 
were compelled to meet a disciplined army 
well supplied with arms and ammunition, 
and representing a government which, if 
it had any distinctive character, had been 
a military power from medieval times. 
Yet, while Spain has sacrificed an army of 
200,000 men and has impoverished itself in 
the effort to subdue the insurrection, it is 
not only unsubdued but absolutely stronger 
than it was a year ago, in spite of the 
poli¢y of assassination, starvation, and 
bribery resorted to for its suppression. 

This has been the last of three attempted 
revolutions within the last half century, 
and, although it has lasted less than one- 
third of the time covered by the ten years’ 
war of 180878, there have been more lives 
of leading patriots sacrificed than in tiny 
of the previons struggles. These include 
José Marti, the organizer of the present 
revolution; the Maceo brothers, the younger 
Gomez, General Ruiz Rivera, General 
Aranguren, and many more—several of 
them by downright treachery. Neverthe- 
less, today the insurgents hold virtual con-

It does not follow that this decision will 
put an end to the inspection of meats in- 
tended for export.

constitutionality of one eight hour law. 
They will probably attach more importance 
to it than it deserves. 

There is on the Utah statute books a law 
making it an offense to work men in smel- 
ters ahd mines for more than eight hours a 
day. One employer was arrested for vio- 
lating the law. He attacked the constitu- 
tionality of the law on the ground that it 
deprived citizens of property without due 
process of law. A workingman’s labor is 
his property.“ If he is forbidden to sell 
more than eight hours’ labor he is deprived 
of part of his property. 

But the court has sustained the law. In 
doing so, however, it is careful to state that 
it is not its intention to pass generally on 
the constitutionality of eight hour laws, but 
to deal exclusively with the one involved 
in the suit. That law, the court stated, was 
a legitimate exercise of the police power of

SCHOOLBOY LIFE.

MERICANS will be certain. after 
reading John Corbin's carefully pre- 
pared account of School Boy Life 
in England (Harper), that their 
. @wn great private schools will never 
be just like any of those in the older country. 
And the most striking difference will be that 
age. Winchester, for example, was 
Founded by William of Wykeham in the 
year 1887; the Boston Latin School, oldest 
.©f secondary institutions of learning in 
Zinglish-speaking America, though 263 years 
old this month, is 248 years its junior. More- 
over, the English school has preserved its 
entity and characteristics through fif- 
teen generations of humankind; while the 
sAmerican school has been swallowed up in 
the general public school system and the 
great city to which it appertains. 

„Ar. Corbin, after being graduated at Har- 
ward, took up his residence at Oxford and 
thence went to the various seats of the 
public schools of which he treats. His in- 
formation, therefore, is all at first hand, 
gained by personal knowledge and conver- 
gations with pupils and teachers. He paints 
a pleasant picture of life at Winchester, 
Dton, and Rugby, which he rightly judged 
to be the leading and most nearly repre- 
‘Bentative of them all—his inquiry being 


say, the fitting schools of the country. With 
the national '’—corresponding more nearly 


mot concerned. Of all of these, Rugby 
seems to be the one from which Americans 
have most to learn, since it is the only one 
young enough to afford an atmosphere 
which results from distinctly traceable in- 
Mluences; the age of the others puts them 
hopelessly beyond our reach. : 

The fact that the schools in England are 
governed for the most part by the eldest 
and more advanced among the scholars 
themselves marks the most striking dif- 
ference from the custom in this country. 
Yet, where a prefect or sixth form system 
Das been tried here, as at Racine College 
and some other Episcopalian schools con- 
fessedly modeled on the English plan, it has 
Worked to great advantage, the students, 
as Mr. Corbin notes abroad, coming to be 
on more intimate terms with the teachers 
by reason of the discipline being maintained 
Dy the older boys. Another point of dif- 
ference is the view taken of athletics in 
England as a means of enjoyment, not an 
end in itself. Anxious as the English boy 
is to win, it is not the match but the sport 
which comes first in his estimation, a point 
which has not been reached here. The in- 
fluence of this is great, as Henry New- 
bolt's “ Vital Lampada attests: 
There's a breathless hush in the Close tonight— 
and the match to win—

Over $1,000,000 has already been expended 
in this manner, and to show on what mag - 
nificent scale the Sultan proposed to do 
things, it may be mentioned that several of 
the crack regiments of his army had been 
ordered off from Constantinople to Pales- 
tine, and that they have been reofficered 
for the occasion with officers who had re- 
celved their military education in the Ger- 
man army.

Although thirty years have elapsed since 
Duke Adolph of Nassau was deprived by 
Prussia not only of his duchy of Nassau, but 
likewise. of his principal source of revenue— 
namely: the public gambling places of Wies- 
baden—and in spite of the fact that he has 
been provided after years of exile and 
through inheritance with another sover- 
eignty—namely: the Grand Duchy of Luxem- 
burg—yet he has neither forgotten nor for- 
g:ven the readiness with which his former 
subjects accepted Prussian domination, nor 
the rapidity with which they forgot their 
allegiance to him. 

For, the municipality of Wiesbaden having 
recently notified him that it was proposed to 
Place his portrait in the town hall, he has 
curtly notified the authorities of his former 
capital that he does not desire to have his 
portrait to figure on the walls of any public 
building of Wiesbaden or to have anything 
whatsoever to do either with the people 
of the city. 

e Duke now a very old man, and 
almost stone blind, which prevents him 
from indulging any longer in his favorite 
pastime—namely: driving four-in-hand. He 
is in some respects a most unlucky man, 


He underwent a few years ago the most 
extraordinary experience that has ever fall- 
en to the lot of any European monarch. 
Having been notified of the death of his 
cousin, the late King William of Holland, 
who preceded him as Grand Duke of Luxem- 
burg, he immediately betook himself to 
Luxemburg, made his triumphal entry as the 
new sovereign Of the Grand Duchy, and had 
already received the homage of the various 
authorities, and had taken the oath to ob- 


serve the constitution, when suddenly in- | 


formation was received that King William 
was still living and that what ewerybody 
had believed to be death had merely been 
a species of cataleptic trance, from which 
he awoke to the recovery of his full mental 
faculties to find, to his intense indignation, 
that public mourning had aiready been or- 
dersd in his behalf in the Netherlands, all the 
churches of which had been draped with 
black, and that his cousin Adolph had actu- 
ally had the impudence, as he considered it, 
to assume possession of his Luxemburg 
throne. 

The old King was a frightfully passionate 
and hot-tempered man, and his anger was 
so intense that it seemed to have the effect 
of giving him an altogether new lease of 
life. For he survived a full year afterwards, 
during which time, of course, Duke Adolph 
was obliged to return into retirement and 
exile with the consciousness of having ren- 
dered himself somewhat ridiculous in the 
eyes of all Europe by what may be described 
as his unfortunate and e ive previous- 
ness. | 


With Tony Revillon, whose death has just 
taken place at Paris, there disappears one of 
the most picturesque and genial of dema- 
gogues, doubled with a poet of no mean 
order, who managed to be at cne and the 
same time the idol of the red revolutionary 
masses and, not only of the aristocracy, but 
likewise of royalty. 

Without ever having abandoned his ultra- 
revolutionary doctrines, yet he was one of 
the most favored habitués of the salons at 
Paris of Queen Isabella of Spain, of Princess 
Mathilda Bonaparte, of Princess Jourieffe ki. 
the morganatic widow of the murdered Czar, 
and of other royal and imperial ladies estab- 
lished on the banks of the Seine. Especiaily 
intimate was he with that extraordinary 
woman who, a granddaughter of Lucien 
Bong parte, brother of the first Napoleon, 
was in turn the wife of a German Prince. of 
an Italian Prime Minister, and is now the 
widow of a Spanish statesman, and who is 
known as Princess Marie Solms-Bonaparte- 
Ratazzi-Rute. In her private theater at 
Paris he often figured as stage manager and 
as composer of the plays acted by the Dol- 
goroukis, the De Gontaud-Birons, and other 
members of the French and foreign aristoc- 
racy, sometimes himself taking a part 


therein. 


one memorable sion he was taken 
to tesk by his constituents of Belleville. the 
most revolutionary district of the French 
metropolis, for associating 80 much with 
royal personages and aristocrats.
